The Bridgeport Brass Company 
was incorporated on November 2, 
1865, and since then proved a 
pioneer in the brass industry.

Out of the Eckhart Carriage 
Company, founded in 1874, the 
Auburn Automobile Company grew 
in 1900, with Charles Eckhart as 
president and Morris Eckhart as 
vice-president and general mana- 
ger. The capital was $2.500. The 
new car was first shown nationally 
at Chicago in 1903, the first model 
being a one-lunger on 78-inch 
wheelbase. It was a detachable- 
tonneau runabout. In 1905, a two- 
cylinder model was announced, 
soon to be followed by fours and 
sixes. 

During the war, production was 
confined to government service.
